The high cost of glass jars makes our low prices come the pleasant stories of gentle but long continued rains, 
giving new life to crops that were fast perishing and restoring 
particularly attractive.

Throughout Maryland and the Peninsula these rains were 
a great benefit to growing crops, but they came too late to be of 
any benefit to early tomatoes and corn, and in fact to all early 
crops. ‘These were damaged beyond recovery. As an instance 
we saw corn in Harford County, and at numerous other points 
in this territory, which had tasselled upon spindly stalks that 
were not over twenty inches in highth and of a possible half 
inch in thickness. Many fields were observed where this condi- 
tion was paramount, and it can be seen that no amount of rain

are not rare, though they are not as plentiful as the corn. The 
vines look thin and weak, and have begun to put on fruit which 
had turned red under the glaring sun, and hope of ever getting 
anything from such conditions was fast failing when these rains 
came. But here too the early crop has been damaged to too 
great an extent to recover, although everyone will recognize 
that the rain will prove of more advantage to the tomato plant, 
as long as it has any life in it, than it will to the corn. Some 
few years ago, a prominent western jobber remarked that corn 
was too awfully healthy; but in this case, and under such condi- 
tions the tomato will outshine the corn. 

But now that the drought has been broken, there will likely 
be many more good rains, and these are badly needed. The 
ground was so hard and dry that the rains so far enjoyed, are 
really not sufficient to give the moisture that is needed. There 
has not been enough, and unless more follow at once, we very 
much fear, that the past rains will be found of little aetual 
value. The danger is certainly by no means past yet. Some of 
the most prominent sections report, asa result of these rains, 
the possibility of from two thirds to three quarters of a full crop, 
and this is about as good as can be expected. 


Jobbers seem at last to have been impressed by the adverse 
conditions existing in relation to canners’ crops, and are show- 
ing more anxiety to cover their wants, but are by no means 
making a rush into the market. The condition of their minds 
is clearly shown in their desire to buy goods now at the old 
prices, but the holders are as unwilling to accept business on that 
basis now as the jobbers were then. This is a good feature of 
the market—that the canners are aware of the value of their 
goods and are not being tempted to sell as futures, goods, which 
they see are going to cost them more money thau is offered. 
In fact, some who sold quite heavy of futures—for, in spite of 
the small trading in futures as a general rule this year, there 
were some who got in heavily on them—are now trying to buy 
from fellow-packers at prices above their own selling figures— 
trying to cover, that is all. They fear, as canners have feared 
ever since the first can of goods was processed—or rather sold 
as a future—that they are going to te Lurred, ard they are 
hedging now. 

Despite this much improved feeling, however, goods are 
not moving as they should. Shipments are few and small and 
not at all up to anything like an average year. Of course, 
there is the usual inquiry between jobber and broker, which, 
although it is only a feeling of the pulse of the market, never- 
theless serves to send the broker on a cut-price-offering tour to 
all holders, and which either results in the shading of prices 
and a possible small sale, or creates the impression that there 
is a rush of demand for that article. Every little action of this 
kind looks large in the present condition of the market, and is 
easily misjudged. But, as a whole, canners generally recognize 
that both corn and tomatoes, peas and small fruits, and for that 
matter the entire line of goods in tin, will be worth all they are 
at present, and possibly more this fall, and so they are refusing 
to make concessions. Added to this, is the knowledge tkat 
holdings are comparatively small and slowly but surely play- 
ing out. 

In the canned goods market there are few or no changes to 
record. Tomatoes are held by some at firmer prices, with the 
lowest figures cut out, and these quote them at 77%c. for No. 3 
standards, with extras quoted up to 8oc. 


In peaches there have been some reductions. No. 2 seconds 
white are quoted at 80c.; yellow at 85c.; No. 3 seconds white, 
$1.00; yellow, $1.10; No. 3 standard white at $1.35 to $1.40; 
yellow at $1.40 to $1.45, and from that up to $1.70 for selected 
yellow. No. 3 pie are quoted at 7oc. to 72%c. for unpeeled, 
and peeled at 75c. to 80c.; gallons, unpeeled, at $2.25 and 
peeled at $3.00. The packing of peaches is now going on at 
full blast in Georgia and Texas, and as both these sections are 


getting very fine crops, the pack is likely to be heavy, especially 
of the pie varieties. It is the first season in many years that 
Maryland has had a peach crop, and while it has not as yet 
started to come in, it .will commence in about ten days, when 
canners will get busy with it. 

Peas, berries and small fruits generally remain unchanged. 

In canners’ metals, pig tin is the only article showing any 
change and that is quoted at $30.50 and $31.00, as against 
$29.25 and $29.50.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE ”’ 


CHICAGO, ILL., July 23, 1908. 

Ideal Weather.—The weather this week has been warm enough 
for growing and cold enough for comfort. There has been enough rain 
and not too much and altogether weather conditions are like the man said 
of his mother-in-law. He spoke of her death and someone asked him 
‘* What was the complaint?’’ He said ‘‘No complaint at all everybody 
appears to be satisfied.’’ 

Tomato Packers Shy.— Brokers are not offering tomatoes for 
future delivery from any direction with any degree of freedom or liberality 
and packers seem to be content to await further crop developments. 
Several jobbers who have sold short are in the market with small blacks 
but are not finding the conditions for contracting favorable just now. The 
present masterly inactivity on both sides of the fence will probably be of 
great benefit in making a better market after while. 

Indefinite Standards.—THE TRADE in arecent editorial drew 
attention to the need of a more defined scale of qualities in canned goods 
in many states. For illustration who knows what a standard quality of 
tomatoes is. The Baltimore Canned Goods Exchange defines in its rules 
the standard of the various kinds of canned goods but not even the Ex- 
change members or the packers who belong to it know what the rules are 
and they would have trouble, I have no doubt, in finding a copy of them 
covered as they are by the dust of years and the cobwebs of antiquity. 
After they are found they are usually interpreted as a well known Michigan 
packer who is honest and fair, but not famed for the style of his products, 
said when asked by what standard he packed canned goods. He replied 
‘Just as good as I can pack ’em for the money Sir.”’ 

THE TRADE in its editorial suggested that the grade-or quality of 
goods should be designated upon the label and so it should; but in that re- 
spect the ‘‘ National Pure Food Law’”’ goes too far and yet not far enough. 

That is to say the law requires that nothing deceptive shall be put 
upon the label as to the contents of the can but it does not require that 
anything shall be put upon a can of unmixed or unadulterated goods ex- 
cept the packers or distributors name and location. It does not prevent 
standards from being called fancy quality or seconds from being designated 
as extra standards or standards. It does not prevent a picture of a big red 
tomato being put on the label and the can being filled with water and a few 
pieces of unripe tomatoes. 

The law as it now stands is a warning to a packer to put as little on 
the label as he can, for if he makes no statement on the label he will have 
less to stand good for under the law. 

The packers’ associations should take up the matter of standards of 
quality and of labels, The two conditions must be handled together, for 
the label must stand for and mean something. Packers must put the 
general public into a position to buy goods ly grade and must have the 
grades uniform and dependable if they expect to promote the canning 
business and cause it to progress and to grow. The ‘‘confusion of tongues” 
found among packers’ labels rendering it impossible for any packer to pick 
up any other packers can in a store and tell from the label the quality of 
the goods or the grade of it is still more strongly apparent in jobbers 
labels, which make no pretence usually to a description of the quality on 
the label. 

For illustration, peas are now graded into sizes, carefully being run 
through sieves and again as to their tenderness and flavor, so that a packer 
knows what quality he has put into his cans, but how could a consumer, 
unfamiliar with canned goods, buy or select intelligently from the follow- 
ing terms I fonnd in cans packed up at random in a broker’s office of the 
same grade, viz: 

Selected Early June Peas, 
Sifted “oe ae 
Fancy Small 
Choicest June 

If this condition exists as to peas which are carefully graded by size, 
how much more does it exist in tomatoes, corn or peaches? 

California packers have established a standard of quality in canned 
fruits and the grade appears upon their label, viz.: Double Extra, Extra, 
Extra Standard, Standerd, Seconds, Water Grade, Pie Grade, and their 
ote oe be in that way selected or purchased by the grade appearing on 
the label. 

However, there is another side to this argument which is one made by 
a very practical salesman whom I asked for an opinion on this question 
and who said: ‘‘Oh, gwan! What’s the use of puttin’ all the jay con- 
sumers wise on grades of canned goods and gittin’ all the packers to grade 
alike. If you do and I goes into Murphy’s grocery, he says, send me up 
10 cases sifted peas. What do you get? I says Gibbs’ fur $1.37%. Then

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he says, ‘‘ Git outa de house, you burglar! I kin git Farren’s for $1.36%.”’ 
Chen Mrs. Jones comes waltzing in and says, ‘‘ Mr. Murphy, I would like to 
have two cases of sifted peas; any brand will do, fur they are all alike, and 
I can buy them at the Department Store for 12 cents a can. When she 
goes out, Murphy cusses the Department Store and me and Gibbs and 
Farren and the grocery business. If them peas had been labeled Table 
d’Hote or E. Pluribus Unum or Erin Go Bragh brand, instead of Sifted, 
Murphy would have sold ’em to her for 15 cents, and I would have taxed 
him $1 45 for ten cases, and everybody would have been polite and 
happy. Never mind the labels; mix ’em up. These gazaboes are so wise 
now that a poor grocery drummer comes up on the private office carpet the 
first of each month to get h—1] and his salary reduced just as naturally as 
a cow comes up at night to be milked.”’ 

Maybe the packers might find that being too explicit as to grade on 
the labels might reduce the business to a basis of intelligent comprehensi- 
bility and an unprofitable basis at the same time. 

Market Cleaning Up.—The canned goods supply in Chicago is 
cleaning up pretty well.” Tomatoes, in all sizes, are in very light supply 
in a small way, it is true, but buying. 

Corn is in very small supply. Nearly all the wholesale houses in 
Chicago are low in stock in all grades, except gallon corn, on the cob 
which has not sold well. 

In peas all the wholesale houses are entirely cleaned up on grades at 
$1.00 and under and have been scouring the country for them. Those grades 
are now coming in, however, of the new pack. Quite a quantity of high- 
grade peas have been carried over and some California fruits which’ did 
not sell well on account of high price last season. WRANGLER.

Inquiries ! 
Can Galvanized Iron Peeling Tables Be Used ? 


EDITOR THE TRADE: If you have space in your excellent publication 
will you kindly inform us if it will be adviseable to use galvanized iron 
tables for peeling tomatoes, instead of the regular pine tables, which are 
generally used in the hand packing establishments. 

Would much prefer to use the galvanized iron as the tables are much 
lighter to handle, and much more sanitary; but would the acid in the to- 
mato have any effect upon the metal and would this contaminate the toma- 
to. Tomatoes are emptied from the scalding baskets upon the tables. An 
answer will greatly oblige

We cannot see any objections to the use of galvanized iron peeling 
tables, but on the contrary, if properly constructed think that they would 
go a long way towards making your factory cleaner and more sanitary in 
appearance, The acid from the tomato may have some effect upon the iron 
from continuous usage, but not sufficient to effect the tomatoes in any in- 
jurious manner. 

The tables should he constructed with a proper drain and spout, so as 
to carry the juice and drainings to either end, where they should be drawn 
off into a proper receptacle by means of a spcut. This will do away with 
all unnecessary sloping and spilling, and will enable you to keep the table 
clean, and the floors around it. 

With such an equipment you can insist upon the hands keeping them- 
selves and their dresses clean and neat, and as you are apparently filling by 
hand, if the cans are delivered onto racks above the tables from the 
storage room, the operation should have a clean, pleasant appearance. 
For a filling table this galvanized iron would seem very good. These 
tables can be made without cracks or crevices to accumulate pieces of the 
vegetable and juice, and they should therefore, be easy to keep sweet and

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Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The market for canned vegetables is quiet and steady to firm. 
Futures are still inactive, notwithstanding the unusual dryness of the 
weather is hurting packing prospects of corn, peas and tomatoes. The 
feeling in regard to peas and corn is quite firm. Canned fruits are attract- 
ing little attention, and the demand for California futures is disappointing. 
As a consequence, Coast brands are easy. Canned apples of No. 10 size 
cans are dull and weak. Canned fish is quiet. Salmon of red Alaska sorts 
is very firm. Domestic sardines are scarce and firm.—Jerchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


The tomato market has developed more firmness during the week by 
reason of the lack of rain in the main producing sections, It is the usual 
flurry which almost always develops just before the packing season and 
has strengthened the market to some extent. ‘No sales have been made, 
however, at any advance over the price of 75c., which has ruled for some 
months. It seems fairly sure that if rains come the pack of tomatoes will 
be extremely large. Corn is also firmer by reason of drought, though no 
change in price has occurred as yet. Peas are not advanced either, though 
it is practically sure that they will be if the consumption amounts to any- 
thing. All packing sections are short and packers everywhere announce 
only partial delivery. There would have already been an advance had 
there been any demand, Peaches are unchanged and dull, prospects still 
pointing toa heavy pack. Apples are unchanged and easy; demand fair. 
No change has occurred in small Maryland canned goods, the demand being 
light. California canned goods are nominally unchanged from the last 
decline, but the tone is easy.—Grocery World, 

Chicago. 

Present features are the same as they were last week. Everybody 
is interested in the crops of corn, peas, tomatoes, fruits, etc., and the 
reports are indicative of small packs of a number of articles. Corn seems 
certain to be a very small pack this year, and on this account retailers are 
buying more future corn. It is very firm, and canners are nit anxious to 
sell any more future orders. Tomatoes are in demand, spot goods and 
futures. Crop reports are puzzling. They conflict to such an extent it is 
almost impossible to tell what is going to happen, but the pack over the 
country probably will be less than it was last year. Peas are short in 
some of the principal States and the market strong. Peaches and apricots, 
California packing, are in demand. Canned salmon is scarce on spot and 
prices holding very firm. An advance on red Alaska salmon is predicted. 
Domestic and imported sardines are firm.—Grocers’ Criterion. 

St. Louis. 

This has been another week of good business from the country and not 
so good as regards the city business. This falling off in city trade has 
been noticeable for several months and still continues. Collections are 
about the same, with the rural districts showing up better than the urban 
customers, Prices show no very material changes, but there are some signs 
of weakness in some of the staples, with others, particularly canned 
goods, showing rather more strength than for a long time. There is more 
buying of futures these days than in the past, and both jobbers and retail- 
ers seem to be thinking that they should protect their future wants on the 
best selling lines. ‘Tomatoes are very firm these days and good standard 
3s seem to be ready sellers at 95c. for spot delivery. Some of the retailers 
appear to be buying well-known brands for spot delivery instead of con- 
tracting for futures. The future market for tomatoes shows that 97%c. is 
about the average that really good standards are being offered at, with the 
jobbers saying there ‘s very little profit to them at this figure, Still 
another week with no peas in the market. Orders for case Jots are drib- 
bling in and there is little inclination on the part of the retailers to jump 
in and take on any large lines of this staple. Corn is moving pretty well, 
with really good Illinois pack selling at 85c. and ordinary Iowa going at 
from § to 7'%c. less. Jubbers seem inclined to recommend the purchase of 
futures of corn, as they say advices are for both a late and a smaller crop.— 
The Interstate Grocer. 

Montreal, Can. 

Trade during the week has been only fair. Most of the people who 
intend leaving the city for the summer are away now, as the continued hot 
weather would exert a tendency to drive them to the country. Advices 
from the lobster fisheries report a small pack; therefore, high prices in 
this commodity may be expected. There is a good demand for canned 
fruits and vegetables. Canned fish has been also in fair demand, Canned 
meats have been somewhat neglected. The lobster pack for this year is 
smaller than last year, and it is thought high prices will prevail in this 
market, 


Toronto, Can. 


Considerable more interest in futures has been manifest during the 
past week and a good many grocers are now buying somewhat freely. Last 
year’s goods are going fairly well this week, particularly peas, corn and 
tomatoes. Tomatoes are said to be almost cleaned out, and the market 
will be pretty bare when the new pack goods come in.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—There is very little Alaska offering, and prices have advanced 
6d. to 1s. British Columbia remains very firm, with a fair trade doing. 
The Achilles has brought 2,703 cases. Lobsters are without any feature of 
interest, but the market remains unaltered. The Ulunda has arrived at 
Liverpool with 3,857 cases. Sardines.—There is a moderate business pass- 
ing, particularly in some of the later arrivals, the quality of which has 
attracted buyers. Recent arrivals include the Herrera, with 1,022 cases; 
the Malaga, with 2,c84 cases; the Bravo, to Liverpool, with 1,527 cases; 
the Asturias, to Southampton, with 300 cases, and the Eldorado, to Hull, 
with 761 cases. Fruits.—Advices from the other side state that the market 
for Californian fruits there is firmer, and there is a fair trade doing forward 
here at moderate rates. Pineapples continue to go well into consumption. 
The Achilles has brought 15,543 cases pineapples. 


Liverpool, England. 


Salmon continues firm, in fact an advance has been made in half- 
pound flat salmon and one-pound tall Alaska. One-pound flat salmon of 
best quality is in exceedingly restricted supply, and it looks as if there 
will be a famine in this shape before the new season’s goods arrive. 
Sardines quiet, but there are indications of a larger supply coming along. 
Fruits.—Apricots seem to be marking time pending the arrival of the 
1908 pack, coming overland. Prices are at present particularly reascn- 
able, and there is every indication of a large trade to arrive in these goods. 
Pears and peaches are easier. VPineapples.—Drices are steady, with a good 
country demand for both spot and forward delivery. The spot market has 
been more active, and several sizes of chunks and cubes are unobtainable. 
Tomatoes steady.—Grvocers’ Gazette. 


Rates of Wages and Retail Prices of Food, 1890 to 1907. 


According to Bulletin No. 77 of the Bureau of Labor, of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, which has just been placed in the hands of the 
printer, an investigation of the principal wage working occupations in 4,169 
establishments representing the principal manufacturing and mechanical 
industries of the country, showed that the average wages per hour in 1907 
were 3.7 per cent. higher than in 1906, the regular hours of labor per week 
were 0.4 per cent. lower than in 1906, and the number of employees in the 
establishments investigated was I.o per cent. greater than in 1906, 

Investigations covering the sales of 1,014 dealers in 68 localities show 
the retail prices of 30 principal articles of food, weighted according to 
consumption in representative workingmen’s families, were 4.2 per cent. 
higher in 1907 than in 1906. As the advance in retail prices from 19¢6 to 
1907 was greater than the advance in wages per hour, the purchasing power 
of an hour’s wages, as measured by food, was slightly less in 1907 than in 
1906, the decrease being one-half of 1 per cent. 

Average hourly wages in 1907 were higher than in any other year of 
the eighteen-year period, 1890 to 1907, and more than 20 per cent. higher 
than the average in any year from 1890 to 1900. As compared in each case 
with the average for the ten-year period, 1890 to 1899, averagé hourly 
wages in 1907 were 28.8 per cent. higher, the number of employees in the 
establishments investigated was 44.4 per cent. greater, and the average 
hours of labor per week were 5.0 per cent. lower. 

The average price of food in 1907 was also higher than in any other 
year of the eighteen-year pericd, 1890 to 1907. The average price of 30 
principal articles, weighted according to family consumption of the various 
articles, was 20.6 per cent. higher in 1907 than the average price for the 
1o years from 1890 to 1899. Compared with the average for the same ten- 
year period, the purchasing power of an hour’s wages in 1907 was 6.8 per 
cent. greater. 

The increase in average hourly wages in 1907 over 1906 was quite gen- 
eral, occurring in 4o of the 41 industries covered by the investigation of the 
Bureau of Labor. The greatest increase was the manufacture of cotton 
goods, where the average wages per hour in 1907 were [2.9 per cent. higher 
than in 1906. In the manufacture of paper and wood pulp the increase 
was 10.1 per cent.; in 8 other industries the increase was 5 per cent. but 
less than 10 per cent., and in 30 industries the increase was less than 5 per 
cent. In one industry, Bessemer steel, there was a decrease of wages of 0.9 
percent. In the 41 industries as a whole, weighted according to import- 
ance, the increase in wages per hour was 3.7 per cent. 

Of the 30 articles of food covered by the investigation, 29 were higher 
in price in 1907 than in 1906. The articles which showed the greatest 
advance in prices ure flour, 8.9 per cent., evaporated apples, 7.8 per cent., 
milk, 7.3 per cent., corn meal, 6.8 per cent., cheese, 6.7 per cent., and 
potatoes, 5.4 percent. The only article which showed a decrease is tea, 
the decrease being 0.2 percent. ‘She average prices of 20 of the 30 articles 
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were higher in 1907 than in any other year of the eighteen-year period, 
1890 to 1907. 

The following table, giving relative wages per hour, relative retail 
prices of food, and relative purchasing power of hourly wages, measured by 
retail prices of food, for the eighteen-year period, 1890 to 1907, makes easy 
a comparison of year with year:

Salmon and Its Canning. 


Some Interesting Facts About Salmon Compiled By the Alaska 
Packers Association. 


The most interesting of all the vast number of fishes are those of the 
salmon family. In the Atlantic there is but one species of salmon, a well- 
flavored fish ranging full grown from ten to thirty pounds. Five species of 
salmon are found in the American waters of the Pacific, namely: 

1. The Red Salmon, Blueback or Sockeye, a small fish ranging from 
five to eleven pounds; flesh firm and intensely red in color. 

2. The Quinnat, Chinook, Tyee or King Salmon, the largest of all, 
averaging thirty pounds, but often heavier; flesh from pale to deep pink 
in color and rich in flavor. 

The Cohoe or Silverside, averaging slightly more than the Red 
Salmon in weight; flesh also firm, much paler in color. 

4. The Humpback or Pink, the smallest salmon, weighing about four 
pounds; the flesh is pale pink and soft. 

5. The Chum, or Dog Salmon, averaging eleven pounds, a dirty 
white in color and of rank, muddy flavor.

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The first two species of the foregoing are the most important in quality 
and economic value. In fact, commercialy, the excellent Blueback, Sock- 
eye or Red Salmon species ranks highest, 65% of all salmon canned being 
of that grade. Salmon runs are not equal, or even regular in quantity, but 
an average of a cycle of four vear; can be safely taken for a fair estimate, 
and the figures herein are the average of the seasons 1G04, 1905, 1906, 1907. 
The total annual average of these years for the whole Coast was about 
4,000,000 cases. 

THE PROCESS OF CANNING SALMON, 

Salmon for canning purposes are not caught by hook and line, but in 
gill nets, seines or traps, and are, immediately after catching, brought to 
the canneries in boats, scows or steamers. From these vessels the salmon 
are raised by elevators to the fish dock and given a thorough external 
washing. In modern canneries they are then butchered and cleaned by 
machinery, and after being critically examined pass into brine tanks for a 
final cleansing, Next, they pass into dripping tanks, where all the water 
is thoroughly drained off. From them the fish, by endless chain carriers, 
are conveyed to the cutting machines, where a number of rapidly revolv- 
ing circular knives divide the salmon into pieces the length of acan. . For 
pound and half-pound flat or oval cans the salmon is then packed by hand, 
as no practical machine for filling these cans has yet been devised. Over 
80% of all salmon is packed by machines in the highly preferred tal) cans, 
as a machine does not get tired or neglectful. For tall cans the salmon 
are fed from large hoppers, which are attached to the cutting machines, 
into the filling machines, the empty cans being conveyed to the fillers by 
chutes from the upper floors. The salmon first being cut into cylindrical 
pieces, is by gentle pressure of a piston placed in the tall cans in as nice 
and in a more appetizing way than could be done by hand. In addition 
to one pound of fresh salmon each tall can contains one-quarter of an 
ounce of table salt, which is put into the can before filling. From the 
filling machines the cans are transferred to tables, where they are thor- 
oughly inspected, weighed and any deficiency supplied. Endless belts 
then convey the cans to can cleaning machines, where the exterior is, sub- 
mitted ta a jet of air under high pressure and then polished with rapidly 
rotating wire brushes. Next, tops are placed on the cans and crimped by 
another ingenious device. Then, in the soldering machines the tops are 
soldered to the cans, after which they pass over runways under numerous 
jets of cold water, which cools and sets the solder. The central vents of 
the tops, which are open until this stage of the process, are sealed, and the 
cans are placed in open-work steel trays, or coolers, as they are called, 
which are immersed in tanks of hot water. Air bubbles, escaping, readily 


call attention to leaky cans, which are removed by tongs and passed to the 
leak menders for immediate repairs. The contents of a merded cen is 
fully as good as of any other. The trays are then placed one upon another 
on cars and run over a track into steel retorts, where the salmon is sub- 
jected to the first cooking. This requires about fifty minutes under a 
steam pressure of six pounds at a temperature of 220 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The cans are then withdrawn and vented by piercing the tops with small 
braids to allow the heated air to escape; thereafter these s2cond vent holes 
are soldered. Every salmon can will, therefore, as explained, have two 
soldered vent holes in one end. The cans are next placed in another 
retort for the second cooking of sixty minutes under a steam pressure of 
twelve pounds, or at a temperature of 240 degrees Fahrenheit. After the 
second cooking the cans are carefully cleaned by scouring them in tanks 
of strong lye, then washing them in boiling, and, lastly, in cold water, 
after which they are allowed to stand for several weeks, during which time 
repeated tests and examinations are made for defective cans, all of which 
are removed. Finally they are dipped into lacquer to prevent rust, and 
after drying are labeled and cased. Each case of tall cans contains 48 
one-pound tins. One-pound flats and ovals are also packed 48 to the case, 
while cases for half-pound flats and ovals contain 48 or 96 cans. Tall cans 
of salmon are much preferred to other shapes and sizes, as they are pro- 
cessed in the most hygienic manner entirely by machinery. All this 
machinery is cleaned three times a day, in the morning before starting, at 
noon and in the evening after work is over. Each time the machines are 
taken apart, wiped and scoured and then submitted to an air jet under 
high pressure, All fish docks, cannery floors, etc., are washed daily, first 
with brine or lye, then rinsed and dried, and finally sprinkled with 
coarse salt.

Sound pack is of the Humpbacks and Chums, or about 210,000 cases 
annually. 

Shipments.—Of the Puget Sound Salmon the Tyee is generally avail- 
able for shipment in July and August; Sockeye during August, September 
and October; Cchoes and Humpbacks in September and October, and 
Chums during October, November and December. 


COLUMBIA RIVER. 
AVERAGE ANNUAL PACK, 370,000 CASES. 

Chinook.-—Output about 310,000 cases annually, or 84% of the pack. 
The spring run of the Columbia River Chinook is the finest salmon of its 
species. As there has developed a large and constantly increasing demand 
for this delicious fish in its fresh state, it is not likely that the canned 
product will ever materially increase; in fact, indications seem to point to 
a diminution. Choice Columbia River Chinook is the highest priced of all 
canned salmon. 
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Blueback.—A fine red fish, equal to the Sockeye in quality, but 
becoming very scarce, none to speak of being canned. 

Steelhead.—Although commercially classed as salmon, the Steelhead 
properly belongs to the trout species. They are very much sought after 
by the fresh fruit dealers and rarely canned. 

Silversides.—Twenty-six thousand cases pack per annum, or about 7% 
of the river pack. A salmon of the Cohoe species, and like the Alaska 
and Puget Sound Cohoe, but often slightly inferior. 

Chums.—Annual pack 8%, or about 31,000 cases. The same as the 
Alaska and Puget Sound Chum, a very low-grade fish. 

Shipments.—The shipments of the Columbia River Chinook, Blueback 
and Steelhead are ready in July and August; Silversides in October and 
November, and Chums in November and December. 

SACRAMENTO RIVER. 

The Sacramento River has lost its importance as a source of supply for 
canned salmon. The Sacramento River Chinook is almost equal in quality 
to that of the Columbia River, but is at present handled entirely by the 
fresh fish dealers. 


OTHER COAST RIVERS AND BAYS. 


Annual pack 150,000 cases. It is almost impossible to obtain definite 
figures regarding the output of these locations by species. The packs 
consist chiefly of Chinooks, Silversides and Chums, but of an inferior 
grade to those of the Columbia River. 

In addition to the foregoing mentioned five species of salmon of the 


Pacific Ocean, there is on the Asiatic side a small salmon called the Masu, 
very similar to the Humpback. 


The daily average world’s consumption of canned salmon is at present 
equal to 11,000 cases of 48 pounds each. The demand is steadily increas- 
ing and new markets are being constantly developed. 

Since its organization and during the years 1893 to 1907, inclusive, the 
Alaska Packers Association packed 14,051,118 cases, or about 37% of the 
38,325,323 cases of salmon packed from American waters during that time. 

New fishing grounds are being exploited, artificial propagation is 
carried on to an enormous extent, and while there need be no present fear 
for the diminution of the salmon supply, the canned product will not 
increase in quantity, the fish being so much sought after in their fresh 
state. Fresh fish handlers with refrigerating appliances have invaded 
every salmon district, including even that of Alaska, and they are paying 
more for the raw fish than the canner can afford. This fact, together with 
the greater cost of charters, labor, tin plate and other material, has in-

‘‘Free Lighterage’’ on Export Shipments. 


Many manufacturers who ship to foreign countries through 
New York forwarding concerns seem to be unaware of the 
‘‘ free-lighterage’’ privilege which export freight shipped in 


carload lots enjoys. As a consequence of not seeing that the 
railroad billing to New York reads ‘‘ lighterage free,’’ the 
Exporters’ Review states that many shippers have had to pay 
extra charges for cartage from the railroad to the steamship 


‘pier, which latter may be in Brooklyn or Hoboken, thus entail- 


ing extra ferriages also. The ‘‘lighterage-free’’ clause entitles 
the shipper to free delivery of carload lots alongside steamer or 
on steamer’s dock at such piers as are usually employed by any 
of the ocean lines. On full carloads, made up of export ship- 
ments to go by different lines, one free delivery is allowed, extra 
deliveries being at the rates which became effective on March 
15, 1908.

Wilson, N. Y.—The canning business is running in full 
swing at the Wilson branch of the Fredonia Preserving Com- 
pany; 80,000 cans of peas were put up in 10 hours. 


The can plants all over the country are running full time 
and capacity and the prospects are they will continue to do so 
for a while, too.

Morton, Ohio.—The canning factory owned and operated

Mr. Defendorf was encouraged to increase the 
capacity of the plant from what was accomplished last season. 

Nashville, Tenn.—Henry P. Fritz & Co., of Broadway, 
have acquired the local agency for the Lebanon Canning Com- 
pany. The goods of the company have hitherto been placed 
through jobbers in this section, but hereafter the trade will be 
worked direct by the new representatives. 


Gainesville, Tex.—S. E. Gideon, manager of the new can- 
ning plant that is being built here, stated that the machinery 
had arrived and that the factory is ready to can peaches.

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Rockford, Ill_—The Rockford Packing Company will not 
operate this year. They were heavy corn packers. 


Prescott, Ark.—The Blevins Fruit Growers Association, at 
Blevins, Ark., twelve miles out on the Prescott and North- 
western Railroad, are putting in a canning factory and they 
will be ready to handle this year’s crop. 


Huntsville, Ala.—Ground has been broken for the Hunts- 
ville Canning Company, a new enterprise that will be estab- 
lished by local capital. Fifteen thousand dollars will be ex- 
pended on this plant, and it will have a capacity of 10,000 cans 
per day. 


San Jose, Cal.—It was reported at a meeting of the Santa 
Clara County Grange recently that canners were making no 
prices on fruit, but are holding off on in making arrangements 
for buying. There is a feeling that the canners will hold off 
until the fruit is ripe and expect the growers to take any price 
in order to get it off their hands. Many who have large, smooth 
Moorpark apricots have concluded to dry them, as they will 
make fancy dried fruit and bring the best prices. Most of the 
apricots were reported as small, and it was agreed that if the 
canners get the larger ones they must pay well for them. 

Greeley, Colo.—The new Empson canning factories started 
operations last week with seventy-five employes. The number 
will be increased gradually to 200. There are 1,000 acres of 
peas, 300 acres of tomatoes and hundreds of acres of other vege- 
tables for the factories. The factory can turn out 30,000 cans 
of peas an hour. 


Loveland, Colo.—The Loveland canning factory, under the 
management of the Empson Canning Company, of Longmont, 


started last week and the day’s run was made without a mishap. 
Peas are coming in freely, with prospects for a good crop. 

The plant has a capacity of 20,000 cans an hour. 

Dover, Del.—The Liberty Canning Company, recently 
incorporated, has elected James F. Allee, Jr., president of the 
company. Former Senator Allee has also interested himself in 
the movement and has put $25,000 into the company, thereby 
increasing the capital stock from $25,000 to $50,000. The com- 
pany is also negotiating for additional land in the vicinity of the 
factory upon which to erect large brick buildings for ware- 
houses and additional facilities.

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peaches and some tomatoes. There is quite a rush just now to 
get through as the fruit ripens. 

Decatur, Ark.—S. A. Johnson has a number of acres 
planted in sweet corn, tomatoes, beans and other vegetables, 
and he has now on his farm a canning factory. He is canning 
these vegetables, as well as black berries and other fruits in 
large quantities.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Drouth, drouth everywhere, and not a drop of rain! 


Crops that started out, six weeks ago, with the brightest 
prospects in years, are dying for want of water, burning up in 
the fields. 


Corn fields that looked as green, even in growth and beauti- 
ful as one could desire, now look spotted, of uneven growth, 
much of it tasseling on spindley stalks of 18 to 20 inches in 
height—never to amount to anything. 

Growers are turning fields of corn into fodder to save it from 
entire ruin, when but a short time ago they had every reason to 
expect one of the finest, largest yields in their experience. And 
this practice is becoming general, and is not at all exceptional. 


Sickly tomato plants are putting on small green fruit, that 
starts to turn red before it is even quarter grown. The fields 
look uneven in growth and show no such growth of plant as they 
should at this time. 


We wonder if the Wholesale Grocers’ Committee will see 
in this condition—a condition applicable to the entire country— 
a reason for the Canners’ Committee at Cincinnati turning down 
the 100 per cent. delivery contract. Tkat is, will they see the 
wisdom of the canners? 


We notice that the Southern Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
adopted a 100 per cent. delivery canned goods contract, and this 
only last week. It is true they give the seller the right to sub- 
stitute other goods of an equal quality, in the case of the sellers 
personal shortage. 


This latter concession will cause many canners, if not all, 
to laugh softly; but how about such a season as the present, 
when it seems every canner is going to be short in his pack? 
If all are short, who is going to supply the deficiency—of equal 
quality ? 


Here is where the shoe pinches in this future selling. It is 
here the element of risk and loss enters in and no amount of 
carefulness or caution on the part of the seller of futures can 
avoid it. Unless there is a remarkable change in weather con- 
ditions, there will be a shortage in the canning of every line of 
goods in every section of the country—speaking of the lines yet 
to be packed. If then futures had been traded in to their usual 
extent this season, there is every indication that no canner 
would have been able to fill his orders; and with this condition 
general, where is the seller to secure goods of an equal quality 
to make up his full quota? 

It simply means that the canned goods packer would not 
only have had an unsatisfactory, money losing season, but at 
the end of it would have to hand over to the buyers an addi- 
tional amount of money, representing the difference in prices 
between the future sale price and the market price at delivery 
time, which of coure will be away above it. With the best of 
intentions, his most conscientious efforts put forth and an abso- 
lute loss of money on the goods put up, he would in addition 
have to pay still more money. 


The transaction is not at all an equitable one; the canner is 
compelled to take risks that it is not in the province of human 
nature to prevent or foresee. : It is a one-sided game in which 
the canner cannot afford to take the risk. If the canner would 
regulate the sale of futures to a proportion of his total pack not 
exceeding 50 per cent., he would then have an even show to 
come out whole on the deal, and could guarantee to deliver all 
he sold, or make good the difference. 

He might then enforce the acceptance of the full sale on the 
part of the buyer, even in a season of abundance. It is in the 
season of scarcity that slack-filled, poor goods—any old kind of 
truck—is canned and readily accepted on these future contracts, — 
a detriment to the entire industry and canned goods in general. 
Another feature of the system that tends to condemn it entirely. 


It is certainly fortunate this season that futures were so 
lightly traded in, judging from the present outlook; but we hope 
out friends the jobbers will see clearly here the reason why can- 
ned goods packers cannot safely take anything but a pro rata 
delivery contract in advance. Can any man control this weather, 
giving rain where it is so badly needed and fine growing weather 
to the crops now in the fields? And if he cannot, what right 
has he to sell that over which he has no control? It is not go- 
ing too far to consider it in the light of a dishonest transaction, 
and the buyer is as much a party to it as the seller. In this 
light it seems but just that the guarantor should be made to live 
up to the letter of his contract. It is exactly equivalent to sell- 
ing short on the Stock Exchange and the seller should be made 
to cover, or be forced to the wall. But that is gambling, 
whether sanctioned or not, and is not a desirable thing in bus- 
iness. 


This is equivalent to accusing the buyers of trying to catch 
the seller short, so as to squeeze the difference from him; but 
we do-not believe this is the general case. It may be in except- 
ional cases; but if good faith exists on both sides of the future 
contract, why should not a leeway be allowed both parties, when 
the whole transaction is so uncertain, without penalty on either 
side ? 
The jobber replies, he has to make up for the sales he falls 
short on, and therefore the packer must make goodtohim. But 
the jobber has no more right to sell in this manner, when he 
knows the uncertainty.of it, than has the canner. 
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An any rate it would seem that this year is to furnish ex- 
cellent object lessons in future selling for both parties, unless 
the man in charge of the weather deals out entirely different 
weather to what he has been doing for the past six weeks, and 
we doubt if he can repair the damage even if he does. 


If the season turns out ss it now appears it will, there will 
be splendid opportunity to study the adviseability on the part of 
canners of confiding their future sales to 50% of their prospect- 
ive pack. We think a solution of the difficulty will be found in 
this action; the difficulty being, of course, to make canners con- 
fine their sales to that figure. But if this could be made the 
general practice then a full enforcement, delivery and accept- 
ance on the contract, could be effected. It is worth studying. 


SOME PURE FOOD DON’TS. 
In order to keep the Pure Food Law well in front of all 
canners, so that they will not be caught in ignorance of the law 
and it’s requirements, we give here a few general pointers, as 
it were, covering the most likely occasions of falls. These are 
not all; but some worth remembering. 
Don’t—use rotten or decaying stuff for canning. 
Don’t—use fillers, sacharine or bleaches. 
Don’t—put sugar in peas without saying so on the label. 
Don’t—put sugar in corn without saying so on the label. - 
Don’t—use colors, unless they are certified and their use is 
stated on the label. 
Don’t—be alarmed about your label, all the law asks is 
TRUTH. 
Don’t—use a fictitious name on the label. 
Don’t—label goods packed in water ‘‘in syrup’’. 
Don’t—call Kiefer, ‘‘Bartlett’’ pears. 
Don’t—say ‘‘pork and beans’’ if there is no pork in them. 


Don’t—claim a higher degree of syrup than used. 

Don’t—run a jobbers label on your goods unless it reads 
‘*packed for’’, ‘‘distributed by’’ or ‘‘distributors’’. 

Don’t—forget you are putting up food for human beings. 

Don’t—forget an inspector may drop in at any moment to 
see what kind of stuff is being canned, and to ex- 
amine into the sanitary conditions. 

Don’t—forget that sanitary conditions count. 

Don’t—have stagnant pools of slop and water about the 
factory. 

Don’t—have heaps of refuse rotting at the door to polute 

- the whole air of the neighborhood. 

Don’t—have the floors deep with spilled tomatoes, fruits, etc. 

Don’t—pile tomato skins and cores on the floor, like gar- 
bage, before running through the pulper. 

Don’t—be content with having the floors, tables, machin- 
ery, etc., clean after working hours. It is during 
working hours that counts. 

Don’t—be satisfied with washing out everything after work 


—and have the factory sloppy and dirty during the 
work. 


Don’t—be afraid of plenty of air and light, and whitewash 
(at least) on walls and ceiling. 

Don’t—fail to have sanitary, clean closets, located away 
from the peeling shed or canning room. 


Don’t—fail to have wash troughs for the workers—and 
towels. 


Don’t—be afraid to make all use them. 


Don’t—employ hands suffering with tuberculosis—consump- 
tion. 


Don’t—allow anyone to work with ruuning sores on the 
hands. 


Don’t—think the law is not being enforced. There are 


possibly 100 inspectors, scattered all over the Coun- 
try to catch you.

New Y ork Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. . 


New York, July 23.—A good local interest has character- 
ized the market for canned goods during most of the week just 
passed. Perhaps this interest has shown itself more in vegetables 
than it has in fruiis or other varieties of goods. The main 
thing, after all, is that it has shown itself at all. Improvement, 
even though this improvement is due largely to bullish crop 
reports, cannot help but benefit to some extent, at least, the 
entire trade. Corn, for example, is considerably firmer upon 
continuous poor crop reports. Tomatoes are not losing ground, 
though it is well understood that whatever damage may have 
resulted so far will undoubtedly be repaired before the harvest. 


In other varieties changes have been less marked, but that there 
have been changes is a source of much gratification. 


Tomatoes.—A firm tone has developed in both spot and 
futures, with no sales possible under 75c., regular terms, f. o. b. 
factory, for full standard 3s. In most quarters full standard 3s 


are quoted at 7734c., regular terms, f. o. b. factory, for future 
delivery. Spot full standards are available at 80c. here in 
small lots. Less disposition is noted among packers to sell at 
quotations. The drought in the South is reported to have 
interfered somewhat with crop prospects, though it is impossible 
to accurately estimate the damage now. Some experts have 
begun figuring a reduced pack and the most liberal estimate 
does not go over 9,500,000 cases, which is considerably short of 
last year. No. 2s are quiet, with the market a shade firmer. 
Not much is doing in gallons, but holders are not quite so 
anxious to sell and are refusing to accept concessions. 

Corn.—The market is stronger and the price tendency is 
upward. Only a moderate demand is reported, which makes 
the price tendency all the more remarkable. Southern Maine 
style is quoted at 57%4c. f. o. b. factory for future delivery. 
Nothing is to be had in State futures, it is said, under 8oc. 
f.o. b. here. Standards are offered at 67%4c. to 72%c. delivered 
for futures. It might be possible to buy old stock for 65c. on 
the spot. Crop reports are extremely discouraging, and this has 
led to a firmer feeling in the market. Some packers have closed 
their order books and none of them are actively seeking orders. 
It is impossible to say as yet how the crop will turn out, but it 
it would seem as though it would be normal, if the reports of 
drought in growing sections are reliable. 

Peas.—A shade more interest is reported in fine grades and 
the market is firmer. Seconds and standards are quoted at 75c. 
to 77%c., delivered here. State pack in fine sifted grades is a 
little firmer. The outlook is reported unfavorable for the late 
crop. 

Beans.—State strings are firmer, with new pack held at 
$1.75, delivered. Southern strings are quiet, but the market is 
a bit easy. 

Spinach.—The market is firm, but quiet. Not much busi- 
ness is done and inquiries are not especially promising.

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Asparagus.—The market is dull, with here and there only 
a buyer taking hold. Conditions are not reassuring in this 
department and dealers are not anxious purchasers. 

Fruits.—The tone of the market is quiet and a good deal of 
irregularity is reported. This is particularly observable in 
future California stock. Big jobbers are still holding off and 
refuse to make contracts. They do this because the impression 
has gained ground that the price will go still lower in the near 
future. Reports from the interior say that some business has 
been done recently in peaches, piums and apricots. Southern 
peaches are fairly steady, but no important buying is in progress 
in any quarter. State gallon apples are easy and neglected. 
Pineapples are easy and quiet. Small fruits are fairly steady, 
with a moderate interest shown. 

Salmon.—Red Alaska is firm, with some business done at 
$1.4734 here. Stock is all in the hands of jobbers, and holders 
are not urging sales. Cables from Liverpool received during 
the week reported the market there as quiet at $1.45, cost laid 
down here. Pink is less active and more offerings are noted in 
a range of goc. to 92%c., delivered here. Medium red is scarce 
and it is difficult to buy under $1.27% here. Reports from 
Alaska have been disquieting, since they indicate that the out- 
put there will be less than 50 per cent. of the normal. The run 
of fish on Puget Sound has been small. Columbia River salmon 
is firm and arrivals go immediately into the hands of buyers on 
contract. 

Sardines.—The market is firm and unchanged, with orders 
accumulating in the hands of packers. The run of fish along 
the Coast is small. The union misunderstanding still troubles 
packers. Hupson. 


At the Northernmost End of the Canning Trade. 


By Felix J. Koch. 
We had often wondered just what canned things folk might 
be given to eat as they got up farthest to the Pole, not the polar 
explorers, of course, for their’s is largely a matter of choice, 


but the vessel that goes farthest North of any in the Atlantic 
passenger service. 


So, when we got to the Straits of Belle Isle and onto the 
Labrador shore, we kept an eye open to note. 

The first landing would be at Battle Harbour, where the 
Royal Deep Sea Mission to Fishermen had its store. There 
then were canned foods, fruits and vegetables, both of many 
sorts. After that one went aboard the boat again; this time 


for lunch. Some canned peas and dried apricots made up the 
better part of the menu. 


The next peep at the food of the Labradorean came at 
Spear Harbour, a fishing settlement. There, in the postoffice, 
the home of the mailkeeper, in a corner four shelves served as a 
cupboard. The second of these housed tin cans with such food. 

Beyond, the desolate coast housed the simple, poverty- 


stricken fishermen. It was a land, where, as Duncan says, 
raisins in duff are a luxury. 


Then came the Hudson Bay Company’s fur post at Cart- 
wright. There, in the company store, open to trade, were cans 


of tomatoes and pineapples. Ina corner there were boxes of 
canned peaches. 


And at the home of the agent’s wife they served jelly made 
of the local apples. 


As Trappers innumerable inhabited these wilds, an export 
of cheap canned goods should prove a bonanza, if sales were 
but to these. 

At Rigolet, another British Columbia post, even tourists 
sought to buy canned peaches to help out the ship menu. 
These and the figs are exposed in the store of the post. On the 
lake one had eternally for tea just marmalade and canned 
apricots. 

It was thus all the way to Davis Inlet. There were thou- 
sands of customers who would doubtless patronize, were there 
but the canned things to buy. 

It seems strange that no American exporter has as yet 
veutured into this seeming profitable field of export.
